At least 15 people have been killed and 350 
wounded since an uprising began Sunday against 
military interference in polities, followed by a harsh 


army crackdown. 


It was the worst political violence in Thailand in 


16 years.

No detaining formerly insane

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court on Monday ruled that people 
acquitted of crimes by reason of in- 
sanity may not be detained in institu- 
tions after regaining their mental 
health just because they might still be 
dangerous. 

The 5-4 ruling struck down Louisi- 
ana’s system for institutionalizing 
some people, and apparently over- 
turned similar laws in six other 
states. 

In a separate decision, the court 
made it more difficult for states to 
force mentally unstable criminal de- 
fendants to take anti-psychotic drugs 
while on trial. 

That 7-2 ruling overturned the 
murder conviction of a Nevada death 
row inmate whose lawyers said drugs 
made him appear sane, but like a 
“zombie.” 

In other action Monday, the court: 

e Agreed to decide whether states 
must refund taxes collected unlaw- 
fully from retired federal workers. 
Billions of dollars are at stake for 
state treasuries as the justices study 
a Virginia case on the issue.

In the Louisiana insanity case, the 
court said state officials violated 
Terry Foucha’s rights by keeping him 
locked up in a state hospital after psy- 
chiatrists said he regained his sanity. 

Foucha had been acquitted as in- 
sane after he was charged with break- 
ing the window of a New Orleans cou- 
ple’s home and holding a gun on them. 


Justice Byron R. White, writing for 
the court, said labeling Foucha a dan- 
ger to society is no reason to hold him 
indefinitely, possibly for life, in a 
mental hospital. 

“The basis for holding Foucha in a 
psychiatric facility as an insanity ac- 
quittee has disappeared, and the 
state is no longer entitled to hold him 
on that basis,” White said. It was not 
clear whether the decision means 
Foucha must be freed immediately. 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, in 
providing the fifth vote to assure 
Foucha’s victory, called the ruling a 
limited one. Her separate concurring 
opinion said only six states, which in- 
clude Delaware, Hawaii, Kansas, 
Iowa, Montana and North Carolina, 
along with Louisiana, have a similar 
system. 

“The great majority of states have 
adopted policies consistent with the 
court’s holding,” O’Connor said. 

Also ruling for Foucha were Jus- 
tices Harry A. Blackmun, John Paul 
Stevens and David H. Souter. Chief 
Justice William H. Rehnquist and 
Justices Anthony M. Kennedy, An- 
tonin Sealia and Clarence Thomas dis- 
sented.

Orton dominates opponents 
with 62 percent overall support

First-term Democrat Bill Orton 
holds a commanding lead over two 
Republican candidates in his bid for 
re-election in Utah’s traditionally Re- 
publican 3rd Congressional District, 
according to the latest poll. 

Orton, who defeated Republican 


_Karl Snow in a surprise victory two 


years ago, has 62 percent support, 
according to a poll conducted by Dan 
Jones & Associates. The poll ques- 
tioned 207 residents, and contains a 
margin of error of plus or minus 7 
percent. 

Republican attorney Richard Har- 
rington from Provo came in second 
with 6 percent support, and Republi- 
can businessman Parley Hellewell 
from Orem followed with 2 percent. 

“We should expect that it would be 


this way early in the race — even 
before a Republican candidate has 
been selected,” Hellewell said. 
“When the time comes, we will show 
to the people that Bill Orton is a 
Democrat, and that he votes like a 
Democrat.” 

Fifty-seven percent of the Republi- 
cans polled named Orton as their 
choice, while only 10 percent named 
Harrington and 3 percent named 
Hellewell. 

Utah County Democrats are so cer- 
tain of Orton’s re-election that State 
Party Chairman Peter Billings told 
other Democratic candidates to take 
hold of Orton’s coattails and “hang 
on.” 

Orton faces no intraparty rivals. 

The 8rd Congressional District, 
created in 1980, contains all of Utah 
County and most of southeastern

Israelis say ‘Deliver Me,’ but do it in secret

BNEI BRAK, ISRAEL — “We 
deliver,” said David of Speed Pizza. 
“But I can’t reveal our location. Those 
are the instructions. The location is a 
secret.” 

That’s understandable. Bnei Brak 
is a stronghold of the haredim, ultra- 
orthodox Jews who tend to view mod- 
ern innovations with suspicion. Most 
pizza sellers won't even reveal their 
last names. 


Pizza is frowned on because “it is a 
food you eat for fun,” says Micha 
Odenheimer, an orthodox Jew who 
writes extensively on the haredim. 
“The haredim define pizza as enter- 
tainment. It is seen as lightening the 
heart and leading to the mixing of the 
sexes,” he says. 

To the haredi hard-liners of Bnei 
Brak, pizza represents one more slice 
of Western decadence wedging its 
way into their cloistered world. Left 
unchecked, they believe, it can lead to 


the sort of thing that goes on in the 
fleshpots of neighboring Ramat Gan 
and Tel Aviv — like men and women 
touching elbows at the pizza counter. 

Until eight months ago, a Bnei 
Brak resident couldn’t buy pizza at all 
— the Hassidic rabbis banned it out- 
right. 

Then came Benny Farkash, a 27- 
year-old diamond dealer who set up 
shop on a street bordering on Bnei 
Brak. His success has forced the rab- 
bis to loosen the rules.

“We've got a lot of self-made billionaires,” says Pennsyl- 
vania GOP chair Anne B. Anstine. “That does not make 


them qualified to be president.” 


But a cross-country sampling of Republican and Demo- 
cratic national committee members finds uncertainty and 
some nervousness over the prospect of a richly financed 
Perot campaign in a volatile election year. 


“Tn a two-man race, I would feel good about President 


Bush carrying North Carolina” over Clinton, says GOP 
state chair R. Jack Hawke. “Put Perot in the race and it 
becomes unpredictable.” 

“He’s beginning to give people heartburn in both 
parties,” says Peter Kelly, Democratic national commit- 


teeman from Connecticut. “If he were to win California 


and Texas, this thing goes to the House of Representa- 
tives, because this is going to be a real close election.” The 
House chooses a president if no candidate draws a major- 
ity of the electoral votes. 


Noel Gross, veteran GOP committeewoman from New 


Jersey, says it is possible that Perot could carry her state, 
adding: “I’m sure the people around George Bush are 


nervous, because they’re not stupid — I hope.” 


“There’s an awful lot of talk” about Perot, observes 
dentist Gerald Cogan, Democratic national committeeman 
from Oregon. Somewhat ruefully, Cogan confesses, “My 
own son says he’s for Perot.”

Death warrant postponed for Hi-Fi killer 


OGDEN — A judge on Monday postponed signing a new death warrant for 
Hi-Fi killer William Andrews to allow attorneys to argue whether he should 
benefit from a new law permitting a sentence of life without parole. 

Second District Judge Ronald O. Hyde made the decision following a heated 
exchange with NAACP Legal Defense Fund attorney Steve Hawkins, who 
attempted to revive the issue of alleged racism in Andrews’ 1974 trial. 

Andrews, 37, is one of the nation’s longest-standing death row inmates. He 
was 19 when he and Pierre Dale Selby, Hill Air Force Base helicopter mechan- 
ics, robbed the Hi-Fi Shop in Ogden in April 1974. 

Five victims were bound and forced to drink a liquid drain cleaner, then 
were shot. One woman was raped and aman had a ball-point pen kicked into his 
ear. Two men survived the crimes, considered among the most notorious in 
Utah history. 

Selby, the admitted triggerman, was executed by injection in 1987. An- 
drews acknowledged helping pour the drain cleaner, but said he left the stereo 
shop before Selby started shooting. 

Andrews’ attorney, Tim Ford of Seattle, surprised the judge and prosecu- 
tors with a brief asking the court to consider imposition of sentence under a 
new statute passed by the 1992 Legislature which provides a third option for 
juries in capital cases — life without parole. Before, jurors decided on either 
death or a life sentence which could be appealed to the Utah Board of Pardons. 


Nazi officer sentenced to life in prison 


STUTTGART, Germany — Former Nazi commandant Josef Schwamm- 
berger, who sicked his dog on inmates and shot a rabbi who refused to work on 
a Jewish holiday, was sentenced to life in prison Monday after being convicted 
of killing more than 600 people. 

Schwammberger, 80, showed no emotion as Chief Judge Herbert Luippold 
announced the verdict. Schwammberger was extradited two years ago to 
Germany from Argentina, where he quietly resided among the German-Ar- 
gentine populace for four decades. 

Schwammberger may be the last major Nazi put on trial because of the 
deaths of potential witnesses and because no other notable Nazis are in 
custody, said prosecutor Alfred Streim, who runs the Nazi crime information 
center in Ludwigsburg. 

Notorious Nazis such as concentration camp doctor Heribert Heim are still 
believed residing in Europe, but either their exact whereabouts are unknown 
or the host country has refused to turn them over. 


Entertainer Lawrence Welk dies at 89 


LOS ANGELES — Lawrence Welk, the smiling maestro whose danceable 
Champagne Music entertained millions of Americans during his 30 years on 
television, has died. He was 89. 

Welk died Sunday evening at his home in Santa Monica with family mem- 
bers at his side, said spokeswoman Bernice McGeehan. Welk had been battling 
pneumonia in recent days. “He really died peacefully,” McGeehan said. 

From the time he appeared on Los Angeles television in 1951, his lilting 
music attracted an adoring audience, mostly those of mature years. He ap- 
peared on television regularly for more than 30 years. 

Welk, who accompanied his musicians with his accordion, never wavered 
from the melodic style he started playing in his native North Dakota. His 
phrases “Ah-one, ah-two” and “wunnerful, wunnerful” became part of the 
nation’s lexicon. 

“We try to please our audience,” he told an interviewer in 1964. “We try to 
bring it some joy, happiness and relaxation and always to be in good taste.” 


27th Amendment yes, pay raises no 


WASHINGTON — The archivist of the United States on Monday quietly 
certified the Constitution’s 27th Amendment, written by James Madison in 
1789 to bar Congress from voting itself instant pay raises. 

There was no fanfare, no press conference and no posed pictures for the 
evening news when the century-old amendment proposal was finally ap- 
proved. Just a small gathering in Don W. Wilson’s office, where he signed the 
document. 

The certified amendment was witnessed by head of the Federal Register 
Martha Girard and will be printed in today’s Federal Register. 

Wilson’s action came a day before the House was scheduled to debate a 
resolution asserting the “sense of Congress” that the amendment is legitimate 
despite the two centuries needed to ratify it. 

The last three times amendments were added to the Constitution, formal 
public ceremonies were staged, and the presidents in office at the time signed 
as witnesses. Mi 

Richard Nixon witnessed the certification of the 26th Amendment, extend- 
ing voting rights to 18-year-olds, and Lyndon Johnson witnessed the certifica- 
tion of the 25th and 24th Amendments, setting terms of succession for the 
presidency and abolishing voting “poll taxes.”

The Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta stated 
that 600 head injury deaths and 
181,150 head injuries involving bicy- 
cles occur each year. Researchers 
have concluded that 84 percent of all 
bicycle-related head injuries are pre- 
ventable with the use of helmets. 

The rehabilitation center at Utah 
Valley Regional Medical Center 
treats 20 patients each year who 
have survived head injuries from bi- 
cycles and other accidents.

With approximately two-thirds of 
BYU students coming from outside 
Utah, many have a hard time under- 
standing and following local political 
issues and getting involved in local 
campaigns. 

Yet even students not planning on 
staying long in Utah can make a 
tremendous impact when they get 
involved, said H.E. “Bud” Scruggs, 
former chief of staff for Gov. Norm 
Bangerter. Scruggs is a visiting as- 
sistant professor of political science 
at BYU who specializes in cam- 
paigns, elections and public policy. 

“Students ought to get involved 
because they can have an impact on 
things that matter. nationally,” 
Scruggs said, “and that affects them 
wherever they’re going to ‘live.” 
Scruggs also said students who get 
involved at BYU gain a fundamental 
knowledge of the political process 
that makes them more valuable in 
their home communities when they 
finally do set down roots. 

“At a very minimum,” Scruggs 
said, “students ought to register to 


Attorney 
to review 


gang plan

The Provo School Board is having 
an attorney look over a proposed gang 
activity policy before adopting it in 
June, in an effort to make public 
schools safer. 

“The standard in the Provo City 
School District is that every school 
will be a safe place for each student to 
learn,” the Safe School Policy states. 
“This means that each school will 
have a positive learning environment 
free of violence, intimidation or harm 
from individuals, groups, gangs or 
from anything related to gang-type 
behavior, attitude or activity.” 

Drew Bollander, a district official 
who works with secondary education 
and who chaired the group, said that 
violence in the Provo schools is not 
nearly as high as other high schools, 
“and we'd like to keep it that way.” 

The policy is a preventative mea- 
sure so that when problems do arise, 
the policies will already be in place, 
and school officials can act quickly, 
Bollander said. 

Greg Hudnall, principal at the 
Provo School District’s alternative 
high school, said he had 40 students at 
his school this year with histories of 
gang involvement. A gang policy, he 
said, “gives me the teeth I need as an 
administrator. The whole key for me 
is I’m going to provide safety for all 
students.” 

The task force looking into violence 
was created last fall after some Tim- 
pview High students were caught 
with a gun and a homemade bomb at 
the school. 

Since then, Timpview principal 
Randy Merrill, who serves on the 
committee with Bollander, said the 
school has had no further incidences 
of gang violence. However, officials 
have noticed that the gangs in Salt 
Lake are moving to Utah Valley. 

Provo policeman Mark Troxel said 
Utah police departments have been 
alerted that a number of Southern 
California gang members appear to 
be moving to places like Utah to con- 
tinue their activity. 

One of the purposes of the policy is 
to attempt to identify gang attire such 
as bandannas, headgear or anything 
else that signals gang affiliation and 
eliminate it from the schools. 

Merrill said even though gang vio- 
lence has really quieted down, “it is an 
issue that is not going to go away. 
Certain individuals can ... destroy the 
educational atmosphere.”

Patients receive help at detoxication center |

Utah County’s new alcohol detoxi- 
cation center opened last week, and 
director Lana Morris expects it “to be 
full as soon as people are familiar with 
what the facility has to offer.” 

The center is located on the 
premises of the Utah County Jail at 
1776 S. Buckley Lane, Provo. It is 
staffed by eight people and will be 
open 24 hours a day. Morris stated 
that the center has 14 beds, and pa- 
tients could stay for a maximum of 72 
hours. 

“This will be a treatment facility, 
not a jail,” said Lt. John Carlson of 
the Provo City Police Department. It 
is, he said, a short-term facility built 
to care for people with an alcohol 
problem and is available to anyone 
who has a need for detoxication. Pa- 
tients may be picked up on the street 
by police officers, then referred to the 
detoxication center. However, the 
center also accepts patients who walk 
in voluntarily. 

“What we’re looking at is that al- 
though being drunk in a public setting 
is a criminal offense, it’s more of a 
sickness,” Utah County Sheriff David 
Bateman said in a Daily Herald arti- 
cle. “We're hoping (the detoxication 
center) will fill a void that we’ve had 
for some time now.” 

Carlson said alcoholism is a severe 
problem in this county. Although 
Carlson admitted that it’s a problem,
